1 . SUMMARY: ITEMS IN SAUDI PRESS INCLUDED FIGHTING IN 
SOUTH LEBANON POSTPONED PEACE IN M.E. TWO YEARS, ARAB 
BOYCOTT, AND U.S. AND ZAIRE. END SUMMARY. 

2. FIGHTING POSTPONED. 

THE BATTLE FOR SOUTH LEBANON IS THE LATEST ACT IN THE 
OVERALL LEBANESE DRAMA. MANY OF THE CIVIL WAR'S REAL 
AIMS HAVE ALREADY BEEN ACHIEVED. A MIDDLE EAST 
SETTLEMENT HAS BEEN POSTPONED FOR TWO YEARS (ARAB NEWS, 

APRIL 1 1). U.S. CALLED ON SYRIA, LEBANON AND ISRAEL 
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TO SHOW RESTRAINT (OKAZ, APRIL 15). 

CARTER'S PERSONAL INTEREST IN PREPARATIONS FOR 
GENEVE CONFERENCE WAS GIVEN PROMINENCE BY DAILIES 
WHICH REPORTED U.S. PRESIDENT WILL CONTINUE CONSULTATIONS 
WITH ARAB LEADERS (DATES GIVEN). 
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OKAZ (APRIL 10) WROTE "SADAT PLAYED A GREAT ROLE 
DURING TALKS WITH CARTER WHO REFERRED TO THIS IN HIS 
STATEMENTS IN WHICH HE AGREED TO THE START OF GENEVA 
TALKS. PALESTINIANS PARTICIPATION IN GENEVA.. .A MUST." 
"CERTAIN POSITIVE SIGNS CAN BE SEEN IN U.S. STAND IN 
SPITE OF ITS VAGUENESS. CARTER DID NOT SAY WHERE THE 
HOMELAND WILL BE AND WHO WILL REPRESENT THE PALESTINIANS 
(APRIL 10) MOHAMMED HUSSEIN ZEIDAN WROTE NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
U.S. MEAN" PUTTING THINGS ARIGHT. NO PEACE.. .NO WAR PAVES

ON COMING VISIT TO WASHINGTON CROWN PRINCE FAHD SAID

AND CRITICAL DEVELOPMENTS. WHAT TOOK PLACE IN ANGOLA IS 
NOW REPEATED IN ZAIRE. THIS TAKES PLACE DURING CARTER'S 
RULE. WHO CONDEMNED HIS PREDECESSOR'S LENIENCY IN 
CONFRONTING SOVIET MENACE. DETENTE IS STILL THERE WHILE
